Smart-card system 
left in limbo after 
provincial rejection 


Under review. 

Province taking second 
look at Green Trip grant

A regional transit smart-card 
system could come off the rails 
if the provincial government 
upholds an initial decision to 
reject the project’s funding. 

Edmonton, St. Albert and 
Strathcona County jointly 
pitched the plan to qualify for 
a provincial Green Trip grant, 
envisioning a mass transit net¬ 
work in which riders could use 
one card for all transit fares. 

However, earlier this sum¬ 
mer the province said they 
wouldn’t bankroll the idea, cit¬ 
ing concerns it wouldn’t lead 
to the ridership growth sought 
in Green Trip binding criteria. 

Mayor Don Iveson said they 
were stunned to see the rejec¬ 
tion, noting the numerous 
regional benefits. 


“If the province doesn’t top 
up the money the three muni¬ 
cipalities have put in, then that 
money is going to go to other 
places,” he said. “Without the 
dollars from the province, this 
project is really in jeopardy.” 

The city committed $7 
million to the idea, with St. 
Albert and Strathcona County 
offering an additional $3 mil¬ 
lion. The municipalities were 
hoping the province would 
fork over $20 million to help 
pay for the setup costs. 

After meeting with Trans¬ 
portation Minister Wayne 
Diysdale, Iveson said he be¬ 
lieves it was just a miscom- 
munication about the system’s 
benefits. 

“I’m quite hopeful that 
they’re going to reconsider,” 
he said. 

Bob McManus, a spokes¬ 
person for Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion, said the department felt 
the smart-card system was 
more of an operating expense 
than a capital project. 

“If the (Capital Region) 
board feels that it has a case to

make, then we’re more than 
willing to take a look at it,” he 
said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, who 
chairs the city’s transportation 
committee, said he hopes the 
province will fund the system 
because it is desperately need¬ 
ed to grow transit use. 

“I don’t know if the rejec¬ 
tion of the application is going 
to delay it. I hope it doesn’t, but 
we would have to find the bal¬ 
ance of the money somehow.” 

Iveson said he hopes the 
province decides soon, because 
the municipalities can’t keep 
their funds in limbo. 

“We need a decision from 
the province before we all start 
doing our municipal budgets 
this fell,” he said.

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Alberta plans to 
borrow almost 
$3 billion less 

The Alberta government 
says rising energy prices 
and a stronger than ex¬ 
pected economy means 
the province will have to 
borrow almost $3 billion 
less than it had planned 
this year to build roads, 
hospitals and schools. 

The province’s first- 
quarter update says 
borrowing for capital 
projects is now forecast 
to be just over $2 billion 
in 2014-15 — down from 
$4.8 billion in the last 
budget. 

The overall projected 
surplus for the year has 
grown by $300 million 
since the budget to 
almost $1.4 billion. 

Finance Minister 
Doug Horner said 
revenue is up due to 
higher energy forecasts 
and stronger corporate 
income taxes. 

“I can say with confi¬ 
dence that I believe we 
have turned the corner 
financially,” Horner 
said Wednesday. “When 
it comes to Alberta’s eco¬ 
nomic indicators, every¬ 
thing is looking up.” 

NDP Leader Brian 
Mason said things will 
head south as soon as 
oil prices drop and it’s 
time the province stops 
depending on such an 
unstable revenue source 
for daily operations. 

“While it is up now, it 
will be down tomorrow, 
and unless we can get 
off the royalty roller¬ 
coaster we are going to 
continue the situation 
where, when the price 
of oil drops, we are lay¬ 
ing off nurses and teach¬ 
ers,” Mason said.

According to the associa¬ 
tion, only 65 per cent of the 
lights are working from 99 
to 103 streets, less than half 
are working from 103 to 
105 streets and only 15 per 
cent are working from 105 
to 109 streets. 


Murray Davidson of the 
Old Strathcona Business As¬ 
sociation said with replace¬ 
ment lights going up along 
the street, it’s the right 
time to make sure they’re 
all working. 

“We’re getting beautiful 
LED lights, which are fan¬ 
tastic, but when there’s no 
power, you can’t turn them 
on and it’s really disheart¬ 
ening,” he said. 

The power boxes along 
the base of the trees have 
been damaged, both by 
vandals and snow-clearing 
equipment. Davidson said 
the lights are important to 
the feel of the area. 

“It just brings that ped¬ 
estrian feel, that vibrancy 


to the street that we have 
wanted to get for a long, 
long time,” he said. 

Davidson said the asso¬ 
ciation is putting up about 
$30,000 for the repairs, 
which are ongoing, and it 
is prepared to commit more 
funds to the project if need 
be. 

Laura McNabb, a spokes¬ 
person for transportation, 
said they’re changing how 
the power is supplied, mov¬ 
ing the receptacle box up 
on the tree instead of at the 
base. 

“This process takes the 
electrical receptacle away 
from the snow and ice and 
helps resolve the trip-haz¬ 
ard issue,” she said.

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Downtown’s reputation is 
improving, survey shows

The perception of downtown 
Edmonton is changing, accord¬ 
ing to results of a new survey. 

More than 53 per cent of 
the people surveyed in a Down¬ 
town Business Association 
(DBA) evaluation released Wed¬ 
nesday said Edmonton’s down¬ 
town is improving. 

Results also showed that 62 
per cent of the respondents had 
a positive outlook for the down¬ 
town. 

“It’s changing. Downtown is 
much more vibrant today and 
people can feel it,” said Luca 
Petiyshyn, an MBA student 
with the association. 

But nearly 46 per cent of the

respondents are deterred from 
visiting the core by what they 
consider to be a lack of afford¬ 
able parking. 

Lack of retail, not esthetic- 
ally pleasing and don’t feel safe 
were some other answers as to 
why locals don’t go downtown, 
according to the survey. 

Petiyshyn said 1995 was 
an interesting year for the 
downtown core and represents 
“when downtown hit rock bot¬ 
tom,” an image that still reson¬ 
ates with many Edmontonians, 
he said. 

DBA staff added that 75 per 
cent of the people who listed 


safety as a deterrent to visit the 
downtown core reside outside 
of the downtown boundaries. 

Coun. Scott McKeen says 
construction work being done 
downtown is sure to improve 
the overall core image. 

“There’s a lot more to offer 
downtown than what people 


think. It’s really changed and 
it’s changing rapidly and I 
think the report confirms that,” 
he said. 

With construction happen¬ 
ing on Rogers Place and the 
Royal Alberta Museum, along 
with Tuesday’s announcement 
from Stantec on the construc¬ 


tion of a large tower, down¬ 
town is evolving, said officials. 

“The goal is to change the 
static image of downtown. In 
three years, people won’t rec¬ 
ognize their downtown,” said 
Petiyshyn. 

The DBA received just under 
1,400 responses for the survey.

In one of the survey 
questions, DBA staff 
asked what deterred 
people from visiting 
the downtown core in 
an optional comments 
portion. Less than 10 per 
cent of those who filled 
out the survey filled in 
the comments section, 
but here are some of the 
quirkier responses: 

1) “Smells bad.” 

2) “Still feels slum-ish.” 

3) “Not enough single 
women down there 
apart from the bars” 

4) “Hate watching my 
tax money pissed away 
buying vanity projects 
for billionaires." 

5) “Sidewalks too slick 
in winter! Get rid of 
cobblestones!” 

6 ) “Too many high rises 
— cause uncomfort¬ 
able wind tunnels and 
downdrafts.”

Bring Your Own Device. 

Province encouraging 
schools to offer students 
many ways to use tech 



In addition to prepping bind¬ 
ers and sharpening pencils, 
Edmonton parents might find 
themselves handing their kids 
smartphones and tablets for 
the first day of class as more 
schools promote BYOD — 
Bring Your Own Device. 

“It’s where we’re going as 
a province,” said Edmonton 
Public Schools technology 
consultant Rick Stiles-Oldring. 

As part of the Learning 
and Technology Policy Frame¬ 
work, the province is encour¬ 


aging schools to offer differ¬ 
ent ways for students to use 
devices in learning. 

“We’re not saying kids 
need to buy technology be¬ 
cause the schools aren’t,” he 
clarified. “What (BYOD) means 
is if kids want to use their own 
device as opposed to the ones 
we’re providing, then they 
have that option.” 

University of Alberta pro¬ 
fessor Linda Laidlaw said that 
while devices can aid learn¬ 
ing, educators need to ensure 
they’re being used properly. 

An expert in technology 
and education, Laidlaw is cur¬ 
rently researching classrooms 
in Australia, where devices 
are becoming mandatory for 
Grade 1 students in some 
schools. 

“I think because things 
are expensive, I think there 
is some off-loading on fam¬ 
ilies in terms of school supply

costs,” said Laidlaw. 

While BYOD isn’t man- 
datoiy in Edmonton public 
schools, Lillian Osborne High 
School has embraced it. 

Principal Janet Hancock 
said students have been en¬ 
couraged to bring their own 
devices to class since the 
school opened six years ago. 

For students unable to af¬ 
ford their own device, the 
school council raised funds to 
purchase Chromebooks. The 
school currently has enough 
computers and Chromebooks 
for a third of its students to 
use at any given time.

The burning issue of backyard 
fire pits will return to city coun¬ 
cil this fall, as two councillors 
have asked for some informa¬ 
tion about the issue. 

Coun. Scott McKeen and 
Coun. Bev Esslinger made an 
inquiry about the pits at Wed¬ 
nesday’s council meeting. 

Esslinger said she has heard 
from many residents who have 
breathing difficulties during 
air quality advisories and she 
would like to see the city con¬ 
sider easing the strain. 

“If there is a provincial air 
quality advisoiy maybe we have 
a ban on fires,” she said. 

McKeen said he would like 


to consider going even further 
and setting up a permitting sys¬ 
tem for backyard fires. 

“I have had a number of calls 
this summer from constituents, 
complaining that their quality 
of life is being seriously marred 
by a neighbour with a fire pit,” 
he said. 

McKeen said he hopes a 
permitting system would en¬ 
courage a little civility and see 
people reach out to their neigh¬ 
bours to give them warning. 

He said he respects people’s 
right to use their property the 
way they see fit, but fire pits 
spill over fences. 

“When it spills off the prop¬ 
erty, whether it’s noise or nuis¬ 
ance or smoke, if it affects one 
or two or 10 neighbours, the 
city has a responsibility to look 
into the issue,” he said. 

He said most people are re¬ 
sponsible about using fire pits, 
but as in many cases it’s the

An RCMP spokesman says 
Danny has been at the training 
centre on and off this summer 
retraining and bonding with a 
new handler. 

The two are expected to 
return to policing “in the near 
future.” 

Insp. Andre Lemyre, officer 
in charge of RCMP police dog 
services, held a media event at 
the training centre Wednesday 
to update Danny’s status. 

“There has been a public 
swell of interest in Danny and 
his future,” Lemyre said. 

“I want to thank all Can¬ 
adians for the support and 
compassion they’ve shared 
since the passing of our fallen 
members, and for Danny and

Nearly a year after Saint 
Mary’s University in Nova 
Scotia made national head¬ 
lines for the infamous “rape 
chant” incident, student Kate- 
l}m McLeod believes it’s time 
to move on. 

“Just because of that one 
bad incident it put a black 
name on us,” the fourth-year 
psychology major said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

She described that fol¬ 
lowing the aftermath of the 
event, where a video went 
viral showing a group of 
ffosh week leaders leading 
students in a chant glorify¬ 
ing non-consensual sex with 
underage girls, the student 
body has been under fire 
from the community. 

“Everyone around us 
judged us,” she said. “As a 


student, when you say you 
are from SMU, everyone was 
like, ‘Oh, were you a part of 
the (chant)?’” 

But McLeod isn’t the only 
one ready for a reputation 
change. 

In a news conference 
Wednesday, members of 
a university action team 
formed in response to last 
year’s incident unveiled a 
number of new initiatives 
the university has launched 
to prevent sexual violence 
on campus. 

“Our commitment is to 
have ... promotion of a safe, 
inclusive, respectful work¬ 
ing environment for our stu¬ 
dents, our faculty, our staff 
and the wider community,” 
university president Dr. Colin 
Dodds said. 

Dr. Esther Enns, dean of 
the university’s faculty of 
education, chaired the panel 
as they gave a sixth-month 
update on a list of 20 recom¬ 
mendations they were tasked 
with implementing. 

Creating an understand¬ 
ing around consent was one 
of the top priorities. 

“(Consent) is a safety issue 
for us at the university and 
it’s a safety issue at any uni¬ 


versity,” she said. 

One of main changes in¬ 
cludes the introduction of 
a new set of training safety 
videos that debunk myths 
around sexual assault. 


Revamping the univer¬ 
sity’s code of conduct to take 
more action against sexual 
violence, planning a num¬ 
ber of workshops on sexual 
health and the launch of 


a new style of orientation 
called Welcome Week were 
among the other changes 
highlighted. 

“(Orientation) isn’t about 
the one or two weeks at the 


beginning of September,” said 
student union executive vice- 
president James Patriquin. 
“We’ve realized that driving 
cultural change is a year-long 
process.”

Western Gazette 
pulls controversial 
articles from site 

Western University’s stu¬ 
dent newspaper in London, 
Ont., has apologized and 
pulled three controversial 
articles from its website. 


The Western Gazette’s 
editorial board issued a 
statement Wednesday 
afternoon saying, in part, 
“our aim was to put out an 
entertaining issue for first- 
year students and Western 
as a whole. It’s clear that we 
have failed to do that and, 
for that, we apologize.” 

The articles, one of 
which advised stalking 


teaching assistants on 
social media to score a date, 
sparked furor on social 
media over the weekend. 

Critics said the other 
two articles that have been 
pulled promoted drinking 
and gave a guide to drug 
use. All appeared in the 
paper’s Frosh Issue.

Police becoming 
first line of contact 
with mentally ill 

There has been a significant 
increase in the number of 
interactions between police 
and people with mental 
illness over the past five to 


seven years, says a new report 
by the Mental Health Com¬ 
mission of Canada. 

Law enforcement agen¬ 
cies across the country have 
warned repeatedly that police 
are becoming the first line of 
contact for the mentally ill. 
The report, released Wednes¬ 
day, said a lack of treatment 
and support, along with the 
stigma of mental illness, leave 


police to deal with those in 
crisis. 

“I think we’d all agree that 
certainly in many commun¬ 
ities there’s a need for more 
... mental-health community 
programming and services 
for many of these people that 
police ultimately end up inter¬ 
acting with,” said Dr. Teny 
Coleman, one of the report’s 
two authors, the Canadian press 
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Israel’s prime minister, Hamas 
both declaring victory in Gaza 


Open-ended truce. 

Badly battered Hamas 
remains in control of 
blockaded Gaza, with 
part of its military 
arsenal intact 


Both Israel’s prime minis¬ 
ter and Hamas declared vic¬ 
tory Wednesday in the Gaza 
war, though their competing 
claims left questions over 
future terms of their uneasy 
peace still lingering. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu’s com¬ 
ments, delivered in a prime¬ 
time address on national 
television, appeared aimed at 
countering critics of the war, 
with both hard-liners in his 
governing coalition, as well 
as residents of rocket-scarred 
southern Israel, saying the 


war was a failure because it 
did not halt Hamas’ rocket at¬ 
tacks or oust the group from 
power. 

Masked Hamas militants 
cariying heavy weapons gave 
their own address upon the 
rubble of one destroyed Gaza 
neighbourhood, though their 
own major demands won’t 
be addressed until indirect 
talks with Israel begin again 
in Cairo. 

Israel and Hamas agreed to 
an open-ended truce Tuesday, 
with each side settling for 
an ambiguous interim agree¬ 
ment in exchange for a per¬ 
iod of calm. Hamas, though 
badly battered, remains in 
control of Gaza with part of 
its militaiy arsenal intact. Is¬ 
rael and Egypt will continue 
to control access to blockaded 
Gaza, despite Hamas’ long- 
running demand that the bor¬ 
der closures imposed in 2007 
be lifted. 


Hamas is seeking an end to 
the Israeli blockade, includ¬ 
ing the reopening of Gaza’s 
sea and airport. It also wants 
Egypt to reopen its Rafah bor¬ 
der crossing, the territoiy’s 
main gateway to the outside 
world. Under the restrictions, 
virtually all of Gaza’s 1.8 mil¬ 
lion people cannot trade or 
travel. Only a few thousand 
are able to leave the coastal 
territoiy eveiy month. 

Israel, meanwhile, wants 
Hamas to be disarmed. 

“Hamas was hit hard and 
it received not one of the de¬ 
mands it set forth for a cease¬ 
fire, not one,” Netanyahu 
said. He said Israel “will not 
tolerate” any more rocket 
fire, and would respond “even 
harder” if the attacks resume. 

Addressing the future of 
Gaza, Netanyahu said that 
should Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas “choose 
peace,” he would be happy 


for the Palestinian leader to 
regain control of the coastal 
enclave, which the Islamic 
militant group Hamas has 
ruled since it routed Abbas’ 
forces in 2007. Netanyahu 
indicated that so long as 
Hamas was in power, reach¬ 
ing a negotiated solution to 
the conflict with the Palestin¬ 
ians was impossible. 

Critics have said that Net¬ 
anyahu did not go far enough 
to topple Hamas and that the 
war, meant to end incessant 
rocket fire on communities in 
Israel’s south, changed little 
on the ground at the cost of 
70 people killed on the Israeli 
side, all but six soldiers. The 
war marked the third round 
of fighting since Hamas 
seized power in Gaza. 

“Both sides did not exactly 
want this campaign, both 
sides made all possible errors 
dragging them into it, and 
both sides find themselves 


today returning to square 
one, where they were at the 
start of the warfare,” wrote 


Alex Fishman in the Yediot 
Ahronot daily newspaper.

Canada’s premiers and aborig¬ 
inal leaders are inviting the 
federal government to par¬ 
ticipate in a roundtable to ad¬ 
dress the high number of na¬ 
tive women who are missing 
and murdered. 

Premier Robert Ghiz of 
Prince Edward Island said 
while the premiers and native 
leaders would still like to see a 
public inquiry, they agreed to 
a compromise in the hopes of 
federal involvement. 

“If we know we’re not go¬ 
ing to get somewhere, there’s 
no point in us putting our 
head in the sand and saying, 
‘OK, we’re done with it,”’ Ghiz 
told a news conference Wed¬ 


nesday after hosting a meet¬ 
ing with aboriginal leaders 
and his provincial counter¬ 
parts in Charlottetown. 

“We believe that it’s bet¬ 
ter to compromise and open 
up the first line of discussions 
rather than to just sit back 
and say, ‘Well, I guess we’ll 
wait for the next election and 
see what happens.’” 

Ghiz said he would like to 
see federal cabinet ministers 
such as those in the portfolios 
of justice and aboriginal af¬ 
fairs participate in the roundt¬ 
able, though he added the 
proposal was still preliminary. 

Prior to the meeting, Sas¬ 
katchewan’s Brad Wall ex¬ 
pressed his support for the 
idea. 

“I don’t think anyone 
wants another ponderous, in¬ 
terminable process where we 
don’t have action and results,” 
Wall said. 

“I think what we can 
achieve as premiers and as 
a country, if the federal gov¬ 
ernment would engage, is an 


event and an exchange of best 
practices that’s informed by 
action.” 

Wall said the provinces 
have already set up something 
similar for health-care innova¬ 


tion. He said the forum should 
look at the justice system, 
First Nations education and 
also focus on the responsibil¬ 
ities of aboriginal groups.

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Study: Hunger 
may be stunting 
Inuit kids’ growth 

Food insecurity. Paper 
aublished in Canadian 
lealth journal raises 
concerns of ‘long-term 
implications’ for kids 
in Arctic Quebec 


Hunger among Inuit families 
is so prevalent in Arctic Que¬ 
bec that it could explain why 
almost half their children are 
shorter than average, new re¬ 
search suggests. 

A paper published in the 
Journal of the Canadian Pub¬ 
lic Health Association says 
the height discrepancy im¬ 
plies that food insecurity is a 
long-running problem — not 
just something that happens 
occasionally.

“The observed association 
between food insecurity and 
linear growth suggests that 
the diet quality and quan¬ 
tity of children from food- 
insecure households had 
been compromised for a long 
time,” the paper says. 

There have been numer¬ 
ous studies in recent years 
documenting food insecurity 
in the North, which is defined 
as occurring when a family 
feels there isn’t enough on 
the table and either children 
or adults have to eat less as 
a result. 

Wednesday’s study by 
researchers affiliated with 
Laval University is believed 
to be the first to look into 
the physical consequences. 
They looked at 294 children 
between the ages of eight 
and 14 from several villa¬ 


ges in Nunavilc, the name 
for northern Quebec. About 
half of those children came 
from homes considered food- 
insecure. They found a high 
correlation between slow 
growth rates and food in¬ 
security. 

“Food-insecure children 
were significantly shorter in 
stature, by an average of two 
centimetres, than their food- 
secure counterparts,” the 
report says. “For children of 
this age group, this is close to 
half a year’s growth.” 

They also found children 
from hungiy families tended 
to be more anemic. 

“The results of this study 
raise concerns about the 
long-term implications of 
food insecurity for Nunavilc,” 
the report concludes.

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France questions 
IMF chief in 
corruption case 


Christine Lagarde. 

Case involves payment 
to businessman in a 
dispute over the sale 
of his stake in Adidas 


Christine Lagarde, the chief 
of the International Monetary 
Fund, was put under official 
investigation for negligence 
in a French corruption probe 
that dates back to her days as 
France’s finance minister. 

After a fourth round of 
questioning on Wednesday, 
Lagarde said she was re¬ 
turning to her work in Wash¬ 
ington, and called the investi¬ 
gation “without basis.” 

Lagarde and her former 
chief of staff have faced 



questions about their role 
in an arbitration ruling that 
handed 400 million euros to 
Bernard Tapie, a flamboyant 
businessman, in a dispute 


over the sale of his majority 
stake in sportswear company 
Adidas in the mid-1990s. 
Tapie asked bank Credit Lyon¬ 
nais to handle the deal. He 
felt the sale was mishandled 
and sued the bank, which at 
the time was owned by the 
French state. 

At the heart of Lagarde’s 
questioning was her role in 
the unusual decision to han¬ 
dle the case by private arbi¬ 
tration, rather than through 
the French legal system. 
Critics say the case should 
not have gone to arbitration 
because state funds were 
involved. Many also felt the 
deal was too generous, and 
was symptomatic of the cozy 
relationship between money 
and political power in France.

Shirley Sotloff, who lives 
in the Miami area, addressed 
the leader of ISIS in seeking 
the return of Steven Sotloff, 
31. Shirley Sotloff said her son 
shouldn’t pay for U.S. govern-

ment actions in the Middle East 
over which he has no control, 
and that as a journalist he cared 
about the weak and oppressed.

Shirley Sotloff cited by 
name the leader of ISIS, Abu 
Bakr al-Baghdadi, who has 
described himself as a caliph 
intending to lead the Muslim 
world. She asks him to show 
mercy and follow the example 
of the prophet Muhammad in 
protecting people of Muslim, 
Jewish and Christian faiths. 

The video was aired on the 
Al-Arabiya television network. 

Sotloff was last seen in 
August 2013 in Syria. He was 
threatened with death by the 
militants demanding the U.S. 
to stop air strikes on the group 
in Iraq. The same video showed 
the beheading of fellow Amer¬ 
ican journalist James Foley.

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Researchers test 
adaptability of 
the ‘walking’ fish 



Walk, don’t swim. 

Scientists have found 
the Polypterus fish 
is able to walk more 
efficiently if living 
exclusively on land 


Research conducted at McGill 
University has studied the ef¬ 
fect of a lifetime of walking on 
a certain type of fish. 

The findings, published in 
the journal Nature, suggest 
much about the evolution of 
anatomy such as arms and legs. 

“What we wanted to pin 
down was: If you change the 
environment of this fish, does 
it change its behaviour or does 
its anatomy change?” said Emi¬ 
ly Standen, now at the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa. 


Her team started with a 
fish called Polypterus, a fish 
with both lungs and gills that 
can five in water or on land. 
Standen divided their fish into 
two groups — half on land, 
half in water. The team found 
the fish on land developed 
beefier muscles and became 


more efficient walkers than 
their marine counterparts. 

Standen said plasticity (a 
term scientists use to describe 
an animal’s capacity to adapt) 
in this case indicates animals 
have an inherent ability to 
evolve and live in novel en¬ 
vironments.

A Saskatchewan man has been 
found not guilty of drug traf¬ 
ficking by arguing that he is 
simply a veiy heavy pot smok¬ 
er. 

Devon Douglas Lavallee was 
charged in August 2013 when 
he was pulled over by the 
RCMP for erratic driving near 
Weldon, near Prince Albert. 

Court heard that the offi¬ 
cers found nearly half a kilo¬ 
gram of marijuana when they 
searched Lavallee’s vehicle 


and even more pot when they 
searched his home the next 
day. 

A Mountie with experi¬ 
ence in drug trafficking cases 
testified that the dope was too 
much for a recreational user. 

Const. Tyson Drabinasty 
said the “typical user” would 
not keep such large quantities 
on hand because marijuana 
loses its potency within six 
months to a year. 

But Lavallee argued that 


he’s been smoking between 
five and 13 grams a day for 13 
years. He said it was to help re¬ 
lieve chronic back pain. 

Provincial court Judge Fe¬ 
licia Daunt said in her ruling re¬ 
leased Monday that the Crown 
was unable to prove beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Lavallee 
intended to sell the pot. 

Lavallee was still found 
guilty of possessing marijuana. 
The case is due back in court 
next March, the Canadian press 


The Vancouver Aquarium 
is taking the city’s park 
board to court, challen¬ 
ging four bylaw resolu¬ 
tions that would elimin¬ 
ate whale and dolphin 
displays at the popular 
tourist attraction. 

Aquarium president 
John Nightingale says a 
judicial review is being 
requested because the 
resolutions are believed to 
be outside the jurisdiction 
of the park board. 

They would phase out 
the aquarium’s program 
to study and display 
whales, dolphins and 
porpoises and only permit 
breeding of threatened 
species. 

Nightingale says the 
resolutions are impractical 
and put the creatures, and 
the aquarium, at risk. 

Currently, the aquar¬ 
ium cares for rescued 
animals that can’t care for 
themselves in the ocean 
or those that were born 
in captivity, and houses 
two Pacific white-sided 
dolphins, two harbour 
porpoises and two beluga 
whales.

This just goes to show that 
you can never go wrong by 
following your heart. 

Forty years ago, R. Harlan 
Smith founded Royalty Rec¬ 
ords based on his belief that 
Alberta had an untapped pool 
of country music talent. 

Harlan himself was a 
musician and found keeping 
his homegrown twang while 
breaking into the business 
was more challenging than 
he expected. 

So he decided to make 
his own success, recording 
more than 200 songs and 40 
albums. 

Along the way Harlan 
helped countless others live 
their country-music dreams, 
including Gord Bamford, 
Hey Romeo, Tenille, and his 
grandson, Mitch Smith, who 
is part of duo The Orchard.

Specks’ siren songs 
seduce famous fans 


Dark matter. Canadian 
singer lures listeners 
with her soulful sound 


A1 Spx wrote her first album 
as Cold Specks in a closet 
and her second while holed 
up in a cottage in the dead 
of winter in Somerset, Eng¬ 
land. She jokingly described 
the resulting sound as “doom 
soul” and the label stuck as a 
succinct way to describe her 
haunting melodies. 

So why is her music so 
dark? 

“I have no idea — I’m try¬ 
ing to figure that out myself,” 
the 26-year-old singer who 
goes by a pseudonym said 
with a laugh. 

Dressed in all black ac¬ 
cessorized with a gold collar 
necklace and muted red lips, 
she orders a lavender butter¬ 
fly tea at Luna Cafe in To¬ 
ronto as she talks about her 
latest musical offering, being 
released this week. 

“I think this record dem¬ 
onstrates a more realized 
sound for Cold Specks,” she 
said. “It’s sonically playful 
but thematically the record is 
still fairly dark.” 

Her 2012 record, I Predict 
a Graceful Expulsion, gained 
popularity in the U.K. and

was nominated for the Polaris 
Music Prize and a Juno here 
at home. But performing the 
record while touring for two 
years left her feeling like a

bum to have a fuller sound 
and carefully chose the first 
single off Neuroplasticity to 
reflect this. 

“Absisto was the first song 
that I started writing and last 
song that I finished,” Spx 
said.

scary young package of con¬ 
tradictions.” 

This frightening and beck¬ 
oning quality was captured in 
the music video for the song, 
which was shot in Toronto by 
director Ian Pons Jewell, fea¬ 
turing militaiy ghosts haunt¬ 
ing an eerily lit forest. 

“Directors seem to enjoy 
putting me in occult situa¬ 
tions — I’ve just rolled with 
it,” Spx said. “I’m not one to 
focus on visual elements. I 
just write songs.” 

Those songs have attracted 
some famous fans. She was 
invited to perform at Joni 
Mitchell’s 70th birthday trib¬ 
ute at Massey Hall last year 
and collaborated with Moby 
on his latest album. Both Spx 
and Moby are on the label 
Mute in the U.S. and when 
Daniel Miller, who runs Mute, 
told Moby about Cold Specks, 
he invited her to his house in 
L.A. to work on a song.

in there anymore and you 
can’t be bleeping that show.

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Pack healthy, school-friendly lunches 


Food fights. Give your 
kids something they 
are going to eat

Of all the routines associated 
with ldds going back to school, 
it’s packing the lunch that fills 
most parents with dread. And 
no wonder: not only do you 
have to worry about sending 
something your child will ac¬ 
tually eat, but you also have to 
consider their school’s policies 
around food. 

That’s why registered nutri¬ 
tionist Lianne Phillipson-Webb, 
founder of SproutRight.com, 
says your first step is to find 
out if your child’s school allows 
such foods as fish, egg, and 
dairy (nuts and tree nuts are 
always a no-no). Beyond that, 
she says, making tasty, healthy 
lunches is both easy and a great 
learning opportunity for chil¬ 
dren. Here’s why. 

Get buy-in 

Let your child know the formu¬ 
la and fill in a chart together 


Easy as 1, 2 ,3 ...4 


Breaking school lunches 
down to a formula: 

One protein: that could be 
eggs, cheese, meat, quinoa, 
fish, tofu, beans, lentils, or 
tempeh. One carbohydrate: 
the list includes whole-wheat 
bread, buns, wraps, rice, 
pasta, bread sticks, crackers, 
naan, and a wealth of artisan 
breads. One fruit: apples, 
berries, pears, oranges, 
grapes, clementines, and 
so on. One vegetable: the 
rule here is as colourful as 
possible, so think red pepper 
strips, baby carrots, zucchini 
spears, broccoli florets, sugar- 
snap peas, and more. 


with the different foods they 
like. Explain that they can 
choose from that chart for 
their lunch eveiyday—the two 
of you can even plan a week in 
advance to stave off morning- 
rush panic. Then you can be 
confident you’re not send¬ 
ing them off with something 
they don’t like and you’ve hit 



Hand it over 

If only. Sometimes 
that lunch you’ve packed 
comes right back home with 
barely a nibble gone. What 
then? “You say, ‘That’s it. I’m 
not packing your lunch any¬ 
more,”’ said Phillipson-Webb, 
“and you have them make 
their lunches, using the formu¬ 
la.” Take them shopping with 
you, she said. They’ll be more 
inclined to eat something 
they helped buy and then put 
together themselves. 

Plus, said Phillipson-Webb, 
when ldds make their own 


lunches 
they give 
themselves 
the right quantity. “Little tum¬ 
mies can get overwhelmed 
when parents pack too much 
food,” she said, “and then 
they might just reject the 
whole thing.” Packing their 
own lunches also teaches kids 
which foods can sit in their bag 
for a few hours and still taste 
good at lunch. “It empowers 
them,” she said. 

No junk food 

The one area that parents 
shouldn’t hand over, though, is 
the quality of food their child 



takes to school. “I don’t 
think there’s a place for junk 
food in school,” said Phillipson- 
Webb. “These ldds are going 
there to learn and if you feed 
their bellies with the empty 
calories of sugaiy pop, choco¬ 
late bars, and chips, they’re 
going to feel good for half and 
hour and then they’re going to 
crash.” 

That crash makes it difficult 
for children to concentrate and 
behave — directly impacting 
their ability to learn. “Set a pre¬ 
cedent,” says Phillipson-Webb. 

“Tell them, ‘Pop or choco¬ 
late is a treat we have some¬ 
times at home,’ and explain 


why that is and what 
the implications are. They need 
good food because they’ve got 
to learn.” 

Consider the presentation 

Another way to beat lunch- 
bag letdown is to get creative. 
Go online with your child and 
look up cool lunch ideas on re¬ 
cipe websites and social media. 
“Look up ‘skewers’ on Pinter- 
est, for example, for fun things 
to do with fruits, vegetable, 
and cheese,” she suggested. 
“They’re still getting healthy 
food, but it’s in a fun, manage¬ 
able form.”

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NHL expansion: 
Is it a fact or lad? 


Coming soon? Top 

brass non-committal 
but ‘done deal' reports 
fuel speculation 


NHL expansion is likely com¬ 
ing in the near future, though 
the league hasn’t committed 
to any official plan just yet. 

For more than a year, 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
has said the NHL is listening 
when approached by cities in¬ 
terested in acquiring a team, 
even though there’s no formal 
expansion process underway. 
Amid reports this week indi¬ 
cating solid plans are in place, 
deputy commissioner Bill Daly 
said there’s “nothing new to 
report on this subject.” 

Status quo doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean the NHL won’t 
eventually expand to Las 
Vegas, as the Vancouver Prov¬ 
ince reported Tuesday was a 
“done deal.” And it doesn’t 
necessarily discount the possi¬ 
bility of adding four teams by 
2017, one each in Las Vegas, 
Seattle and Quebec City and a 
second in Toronto, as Sports- 
BusinessNews.com reported 
via Twitter. 

Getting to 32 teams sooner 
rather than later would make 
sense for a league that moved 
to unbalanced conferences 
with 16 teams in the East and 
14 in the West beginning last 
season. 

Officially, expansion is not 
on the agenda. But that doesn’t 
stop the speculation. 

“We listen when people 
say, We’d like to come visit 
you and tell you why we’re in¬ 



terested and where we’re inter¬ 
ested,”’ Bettman said in June. 

Plenty of cities are interest¬ 
ed, including Portland, Hamil¬ 
ton and Kansas City. But even 
with a new, lucrative Canadian 
TV deal and growing revenues, 
the NHL doesn’t have to rush 
into anything. 

Expansion is tempting be¬ 
cause fees don’t count toward 
hockey-related revenue, which 
gets split between owners and 
players. 

Any expansion fee, which 
could run in the neighbour¬ 
hood of $300 million or more, 


depending on the market, 
would be money the owners 
don’t have to share. 

Getting to 32 teams —16 in 
the East and 16 in the West — 
makes for better playoff math 
and easier scheduling and 
would also tie the NHL with 
the NFL as the leagues with the 
most teams. 

Any land of expansion 
requires approval from the 
board of governors. The NHL 
hasn’t expanded since 2000, 
when the Columbus Blue Jack¬ 
ets and Minnesota Wild joined 
the league, the Canadian press
